Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2 and 5-13 are allowed. 
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Prior art of record does not fairly teach or suggest applicant's process for 
producing a titanium dioxide pigment including each and every element claimed, 
particularly the fluid energy pulverizer used as a means to pulverize the titanium dioxide 
pigment. 

Applicant succinctly stated that the wet and dry processes are sufficiently 
different in the arguments of 12/23/2005 and pointed to their relevant examples in 
which whiteness is comparable to the prior art and an improved resistance to 
discloloration, lacing and heat during processing.
